Arrested for a Murder. 


C. J. Newell has filed an answer to 
the suit of Edvvard Hayden for $2000 
damages by reason of an alleged arrest 
without proper cause. 
Newell states 
that while acting as a deputy 
sheriff 
under Robert McKillican, he was in­ 
formed that John McCafferty had been 
murdered at Grand 
Rapids, 
Minn., 
and that the party 
supposed to have 
committed the murder was a fugitive 
from justice. 
Newell says that he was 
furnished with a printed description of 
the 
suspected 
murderer 
by E. L 
Wheeler, a detective from 
Indianapo 


lis. 
About April a, 1894, Wheeler 
pointed out plaintiff to Newell as a 
man who answered the description, 
and 
stated 
that he was the man 
wanted, and desired the defendant as 
a deputy sheriff to detain him. Act­ 


ing upon this direction he arrested the 
person supposed to be the plaintiff, 


who gave the name of Edward G e a r y . \ , 
Newell says that he acted without any 
intention of wronging the plaintiff, but 
upon information and upon 
probable 
cause.

San Francisco, Nov. 27—Theodore 
Durrant, looking genteel, well 
nerved 
and contented, appeared before Judge 
Murphy for sentence 
this 
morning. 


As soon as the case was called Gen­ 
eral 
Dickinson was on the floor and 
commenced to read an affidavit which 
appeared to be the foundation for a 
new trial. 
T h e affidavit covers 251 
pages and it will take all the rest of 
the nay to read it. 
It sets forth that 
Durrant did not have a fair hearing 
during the recent trial, on account o f 
the attocks that had been made upon 
him by the newspapers. 


He laid great stress upon the fact 
that Mrs. Manier, upon whom h e re­ 
lied to testify in his behalf, refused to 
do so on account ot the fear that, she 
had of the newspapers. 
Reference was 
also made to the action of the Court in 
allowing a premptory 
challenge to 
Walter S. Brown, a juryman w h o h a d 
been 
examined and accepted and 
sworn in to try the case.

Lightning doea seem to show n pnr 
Utility for certain specif of trees and 
even for individual trees of that species. 
"Lightning pines," with the marks of 
two to fonr successive strokes, can be 
seen iti many parts of onr parklike 
southern Alleghauies, and 1 noticed that 
such trees are by no moans always the 
highest of their immediate neighbor­ 
hood. Are there tilings besides iron that 
attract the eleetrio fire of the clouds: 
One ia tempted to such conclusions in j 
viewing the deep spiral scars an inch 
and a half wide thut extend from the ' 
top to the very root of the treo and per 
haps underground to the tips of the • 
roots. 
The bark along the cou»so of the 
destructive fluid has been ripped out, as j 
if with a sharp cutting instrument, and 
three such spirals crossing and recrons- ; 
ing oach other, liko tho straps of a Mex- ; 
ican sandal shoe, can often be seen on ' 
the same treo. 


Oaks and certain species of piuo seem 
to be most frequently singled out in that 
way, elm trees and cedars next, and ' 
laurels so rarely as almost to justify the 
pagan belief in tho protective interces­ 
sion of Apollo. 
Plants with evergreen t 
leaves and widespread rather than tow­ 
ering boughs appear to enjoy a special 
immunity.—St. Louis Ulobe-Democrat.
